fall well wasthere. The murders also served 
the ends of the pirates {0 arousing panfe and 
fear among. tho passongers und crew. Toe 
result was that :the pirates left the steamer 
with their plunder unkindered. In bls oplolon, 
the’ occurrence bears no political significance 
whatever, 


The Governor maintains that the piracy |

CHINESE FINANCIAL AFKBAIRS. 
——-——- 

’There {9 a carefolly weltten leader on “Chi” 
hese Flaance" tn the Londsnand China Express 
of.the roth Jaly, Itconcludes with the following 
{oteresting remarks, which we would commend 
to the attention of ‘all Chinese who profess to 
have at heart the welfare of thelr countrymen :— 

It Isa childish concaption, and may being 
home usefully to peopla who have not Icarned 
the lesson by residence and I:cal experlence, 
that the" Chinese {otelligence {s,: in many 
respecte, still on the level of an English child's. 
Tt would save much frictlon, misconcestion, 
and even wrongdolog, {If the. fact were 
recognised Uthat this Is trae ‘of: all {nfertor 
races In thelr degree, If we want to. find 
how much a rupec {s Intrinsically worth when 
silver fs at a74d, ‘an ounes, we do nat cover a 
sheet with Intricate calculations; we employ a 
“constant.” If we want to comprehend the 
motive of an Orleotal, or an African, or a South 
Sea Islander In a given case, we sball get nearer 
the polnt, probably, by saying that isi what a 
child would do than by much expenditure of 
Indignation on gasumed perversity and mental 
obliqally, Moral obliquity thera may be; ba 
what can you expect when edacation has been 
deflected, for centurles, at a tangent? The 
‘finance of Ching has become as stereatyped 
as (ts thought; and for the same reason, 
For want of attrition with: the outside ‘world 
{t han remained ‘satisfied that the Chinese 
standard was good—better—best. There was 
a time when the bellef was trae: when the 
standard wap as far abead, at any rate, of Enrope 
‘asthe Europsan standard fs now ‘abead of the 
Chinese, ‘ But facts have gono ahead of theory, 
even In Ching ; ard have gove 5 fax abexd of 
Chinese Ideas, elrcwhere, that China {s [n the 
posiiion of a person whose edacation stopped at 
fonrieen when brought In contact with one who 
bas taken his M.A. ; of In ‘the position, shall we 
say, of one who hap lived bis life fa country 
(own when brought [n contact with one who has 
come {nto touch with the larger thought of 
Greater Pritein. : : 

‘There are indications that Chinese education 
fa {na fatr way of proceeding along the line of 
least restetance. Intense conservatism resis 
change of any. kind; bat the Instincts of a 
Mterary people may be enitsted, by cireamatances, 
in favour of change. It has been demonstrated 
to the Chinese that ‘thelr lore ts defective, and 
they are showing a willingness to learn, Itis fn 
course of belng brought home to them that thelr 
finance Is as primitive as thelr knowledge ; and. 
the experience may teach them the ‘necesalty 
for reform, Butthe line {s, here, of greater 
tes'stance, 'A .type of miad {octined towards 
sivdy and—an intelligence naturally keen, If 
educationally stunted, wera predispored—in 
splta of prejodice—to learn some new thing. 
The uperep at achools for teachlog foreiga’ 
languages ard eclence ts an expression-of the 
new desire, . They will-learn, at first, Ike chil- 
dren—somewhat, thet 1s, lke parrots—as an 
English. schoolboy fearng Eucltd, without « 
carception of Kingsley's sugges'ion fo woman—— 


that mathametics teach , precis'on of thought. |. 


Gradually, however, the education will sink 
deeper, and @ new generation may ariso with 
larger {de1s, KEdncational reforms is, therefore, 
onthe cards. It will Hive to so, probably, 
throogh the usual routine : the English speaking 
Chineve who hes, superadded a modfcuam of 
Western. keowledge to his national lore wil! 
think bimself the cresm of the world; very much 
as the youth who emerges'from Oxford with an 
education he thinks complete has to begin find- 
ing out bis.iguorance by conversational contact 
with senlors who know a wider world, It ts to 
be hored that the stress will operate In case of 
Finance ;-but the prospects are less hopefal, 
because one of the most powertal !mpulses of 
human natare—self-interest—{s | opposed to 
reform. It is to repeat a trolsm—bat a trofsm 
which must not be forgatten—to say that every 
official in China {ts underpald, There was a 
{ime when officials were underpald in India, and 


the expertence wae not such as we can now |. 


The difficulty of reform in ‘China is 
tho corruption has be- 
come ingralned with the whole system 
of government by a caste, Literary 
degrees are desfred, not only as a cached of 
Aistinetion, but ®& passport to office 
which {s valued as 2 means of acquiring wealth, 
Where fs the force that will purify this system ? 
The Emperor cannot do ft, if he woutd—to 
defiance of officlaldom, because he fs less 
powerfal—spart from offictaldom—than a fly on 
a coach-wheel, Corqaests or rebellions fn 
China lead to nothing, because plus’ ca change 
tlus cast fa wtdme choise.
